The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not show or fairly suggest a dental implant comprising a body having apical and 
coronal ends and a length between the ends, wherein the coronal end is configured 
such that the length of the body is greatest on the lingual side and least on the buccal 
side where the length continuously decreases from the lingual side to the buccal side.
